Kansas City, Mo., June 8.—As the 

bell-boy at the Muehlebach Hotel puts 
it, “Mr. Hoover certainly has the ‘alleys’ 
on the run.” 

That is to say, his forces have 
swarmed out here and bought up ali 
the banners, bunting and slogans and 
have set about to outtalk the antis 
who were going to outtalk them, and 
they plan to stake everything upon the 
President definitely vetoing any move- 
ment toward hmself.

Should the Hoover delegates continue 
to vote for their chief while the Cool- 
idge movement was on there would be 
the danger of them losing strength, or 
at least standing still, it is explained. 


Steady Climb Is Goal. 


The Hoover people do not want their 
movement to go backward or be placed 
in the light of being checked. Rather. 
they want to make a steady climb. 

So, in view of the fact that Con- 
necticut plans to vote for the President 
on the first ballot it would seem that 
the way is being paved for a show-down 
on him right at that time.

Farmers’ Plank Not to Ask: 
Equalization Fee Provision 


McNary-Haugen Bill Will Not Be Mentioned, Is Indica- 
tion; Full Tariff Benefits for Agriculture Sought, 
Peek Says After Seeing Watson. 


Kansas City, June 8 (A.P.).—An or- 
derly but insistent effort will be made 
by a group of Middle Western farm 
leaders to obtain a declaration from 
the Republican party for agricultural 
relief along lines of the McNary- 
Haugen bill, but not necessarily men- 
tioning that controversial issue by 
name. 

The equalization fee provision for 
raising money to control crop surpluses 
will be defended, the leaders decided, 
but the indications are that that plan 
would not be designated specially in 
the plank to be submitted to the con- 
vention’s resolution committee. 

The essence of the tentative draft, 
which will be finally worked out to- 
morrow, is that agriculture is entitled 
to full benefits of the protective tariff 
system, and the farm leaders will argue 
that the McNary-Haugen bill is the 
best plan to obtain this end. 

Whether there will be thousands of 
dirt farmers on hand to back up the 
demand still is problematical, although 


the farm group predicted that if the 
weather man is favorable an imposing 
pilgrimage to Kansas City will take 
place. 

As set forth by George N. Peek, long 
identified as a leading advocate of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, after his confer- 
ence today with Senator Watson and 
other farm leaders, the gist of the 
Middle Western demand will read 
something like this: 

“The Republican party believes that 
the protective tariff! must be extended 
to agriculture in order that farmers 
may secure the benefits of the protec- 
tive tariff system.” 

It probably will recite at length the 
conditions which have caused farm re- 
lief to become an issue and defend 
an adjustment of the farmer's difficul- 
ties along lines laid down in the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill without mentioning 
that measure.

Organized labor, as represented by 
the American Federation of Labor, 
will oppose formation of a third party 
during the coming campaign, and also 
will fight Gov. Albert Ritchie and 
Vice President Charles G Dawes, should 
either obtain the nominations of the 
Republican or Democratic parties. 

William Green, president of the 
federation, yesterday made known the 
stand of labor tn regard to the third 
party movement and the Ritchie and 
Dawes candidacies in outlining the 
work which a special committee of the 
organization hopes to accomplish at 
the Republican and Democratic na- 
tional conventions, 

Speaking of the third party aspect 
Green said: “Because the American 
Federation of Labor is definitely com- 
mitted to a nonpartisan political policy 
it will not lend itself to an inde- 
pendent or third party political move- 
ment. Labor is convinced that it 
would be impossible to advance its 
economic, industrial and political wel- 
fare through the formation and sup- 
port of a third party or independent 
political movement this year.

The messages were heard plainly on 
the Citta di Milano and the com- 
mander of that vesse. is confident that 
they were bona fide because the sender 
wound up his transmission with the 
proper recognition signals. 

King’s Bay Had Felt Doubt. 

Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 8 
(A.P.).—All the elements that go to 
make the Arctic region a dangerous and 
uncertain territory seem to have com- 
bined to make the task of searching for 
Gen Nobile, his seventeen companions 
and the missing dirigible Italia a difffi- 
cult one. 

Several minor expeditions for the res- 
cue of the explorers have come to 
naught; others are in process of prepa- 
ration, or even now are being directeo 
toward various areas where the Italia 
may have come down.

CAPITAL IS PEACEFUL 


Peking, China, June 8 (A.P.) (via 
Naval Radio).—This city, former seat 
of government of the northern Chinese 
war lords, was taken over by the Na- 
tionalists at 10 o'clock this morning in 
an orderly manner. 

Shanshi troops marced in the south 
and southwest gates as the small in- 
terim protectionary Mukdenite garri- 
son departed. 

The last five-barred Republican flags 
faded from the streets as the city blos- 
somed with the blue and white and the 
red, white and blue of the Nationalist 
and Kuomintang banners. The van- 
guard of the Shanshi occupationary 
forces, numbering about 5800, marched 
in an orderly manner through the 
south and southwest gates, billeted 
themselves on the Temple Heaven 
grounds within the Chinese -section ol 
the city, at Coal Hill, northward of the 
Forbidden City. Although orderly and 
in good spirits, the Shansi troops 
formed a motley crowd, of all ages, with 
their variegated equipment. Their uni- 
forms bore traces of hard marching 
but the men were well disciplined. 

The arms of the incoming troops 
were chiefly old model Mauser rifles, 
obsolete pistols and potato-masher per- 
cussion grenades. The grenades were 
carelessly stuck through their belts o1 
were carried in their hands, furnishing 
the spectators with thrills.

BAD WEATHER AT oth 
DELAYS MISS EARHAAT 


Plane Held at Trepassey as 
Runway Is Prepared for 
Mabel Boll’s Plane. 


WEEK-END HOP UNLIKELY 


Trepassey, Newfoundland, June 8 
(A.P.).—The crew of the transatlantic 
plane Friendship, weatherbound here 
for several days, saw conditions change 
today—but for the worse. Rain, an 
overcast sky and a bank of fog to sea- 
ward held out little hope to the im- 
patient fliers awaiting their oppor- 
tunity to take-off for England. After 
receiving weather reports tonight, in- 
cluding a survey of conditions over the 
Atlantic, Pilot Wilmer Stultz said that 
unless the latter improved materially 
in the meantime the Friendship would 
not take-off until Sunday morning. 

Miss Amelia Earhart, ambitious to be 
the first woman to complete a trans- 
atlantic flight, was manifestly worried 
when new obstacles piled up in the 
way of her project. Her companions, 
Pilot Stultz and Lou Gordon, me- 
chanic, appeared equally disappointed. 

Today’s weather conditions formed 
the latest in the chain of untoward 
circumstances since the Friendship 
landed here from Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
on Monday. Rough water in the har- 
bor hampered the work of refueling: a 
cross-harbor wind prevented the plane 
from taking off; then the breezes were 
too light to enable the heavily laden 
Plane to get into the air. Finally, last 
night, a serious leak developed in one 
of the fuel tanks.

BRAVE AMID DANGERS,

Last Ocean Leg Is Declared 
Most Hazardous of All in 
7,300 Miles Covered. 


Brisbane, Australia, Saturday, June 
9 (A.P.).—The monoplane Southern 
Cross arrived here from the Fiji Is- 
lands today. 

The Southern Cross landed at 10:10 
a m. (7:10 p. m., Friday, Eastern 
standard time). 

Gales that threatened destruction 
were fought by the plane and its four 
men much of the flight of 1,762 miles 
over the south Pacifilc. 

In coming to Brisbane the Southern 
Cross passed over Moreton Bay, ree 
ceiving the siren salute of steamships 
in Brisbane River and alighted after 
sailing over the city of more than 200,- 
000. The city’s noisy acclaim was 
scarcely heard by the filers, their heare 
ing deadened by the many hours’ roar 
of the three motors of the plane. 

The Southern Cross had bridged the 
Pacific by sir, and Australia and Amere 
ica clasped hands across the water. 


Charles Kingsford-Smith, 
born in Brisbane, and Charles Ulm, 
sons of Australia; the navigator wag 
Harry W. Lyon, and the radio opere 
ator James Warner, sons of America. 

The flignt stage ended today was 
the third great journey over the Pa- 
cific Ocean by the Southern Cross in 
its air passage from Oakland, Calif., 
toward Snyder. Radio messages from 
the aviators described it as more hag- 
ardous, because of the storms ene 
countered, than the two longer ones 
that had preceded it 


Dropped 400 Feet. 


At times on the 1,762-mile flight 
from Fiji, the plane dropped 400 feet 
as it battled the storm. But always, at 
the end of their, radio messages, came 
a cheery word from men with courage 
that never faltered; they defied with 
jest the anger of the wind that threat- 
ened to hurl them into the waves be- 
low. 

The Southern Cross and its crew 
were superior to the storm, ag they 
had been to the dangers of the 2,400- 
mile passage from California to Hae 
wali, and the 3,138-mile transit from 
Hawali to the Fijis. In all they have 
now covered 7,300 miles. 

How long the Southern Cross will 
remain here before continuing to Syd- 
ney did not become known immedi- 
ately. Before landing word had come 
from the filers that one day of rest 
for men and of overhauling for the 
plane, would be sufficient preparation 
for the concluding flight of 500 miles 
to Sydney. 

The arrival here was on the elghth 
day outgfrom Oakland, Calif. ’ 

It is not contemplated that the 
Americans will continue to Sydney, but 
the achievement already made is re- 
garded as sufficient to load them with 
laurels for their return to the United 
States. 

Kingsford-Smith, after flying to Syde 
ney, plans a flight to New Zealand. 


Heavy Squalls Are Met. 


San Francisco, June 8 (A.P.).—Rid- 
ing out the worst storms encountered 
in more than 6,000 miles of ocean fly 
ing, the monoplane Southern Cross toe 
day roared on along the 1,700-mile 
course from Suva, in the Fiji Islands, 
to Brisbane, Australia. 

Radio messages from the plane told 
of battling violent tropical disturbances 
that pulled and twisted and bounced 
the ship One drop of “over 400 feet” 
was described. 

But as on the first leg of the fiilght, 
when the ship was pulled downward 
by air currents between Oakland and 
the Hawalian Islands, and was again 
caught in storms on the second lap te 
Suva, it straightened out and continued 
to roar on above the threatening 
waves, 

The plane started from Suva, Fiji 
Islands, yesterday afternoon with pros- 
pects of fair sailing ahead. There were 
1,762 miles to cover before the four 
airmen, Capt. Charles Kingsford-Smith, 
Charles Ulm, Harry W. Lyon and James 
Warner, two Australians and two Amer- 
icans, should see the calm waters of 
Brisbane Harbor. They expected to 
cover the distance in about 18 or 20 
hours. 

The flight went smoothly until 
nightfall enveloped the plane. Then 
came a message from Radioman Ware 
ner, saying “We are unning into bad 
weather.” It gave their position as bée 
ing approximately 465 miles out from 
Suva, altitude 5,000 feet.

NEW MAIL-CAR RATE 
URGED FOR CARRIERS 


1.C.C. Examiner Recommends 
That Railroads Get 15 
Per Cent More. 


(Associated Press.) 
A recommendation for increased pay 
to railroads for their mail carrying serv- 
ices was made yesterday to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 
After considering complaints joined 
in by practically all of the railroads in 
the United States, Frank E. Mullen, at- 
torney examiner for ‘he commission, 


recommended that railroads be granted 
an increase of 15 per cent, retroactive 
to July, 1925, in payments for trans- 
porting mail. He also proposed that 
after July, 1928, a slight additional in- 
crease be made in the 15 per cent ad- 
vance, 

The future compensation for mail 
carrying, under his recommendation, 
would be based upon a charge of 39 
cents for each mile of service rendered 
by a 60-foot railway postoffice car. The 
present Government payment is based 
on a scale of 33.75 cents per mile. 
Proportionate charges are made for the 
use of smaller railroad car spaces in 
transporting mail.

TRIUMPH IN VIRGINIA 


In America Five Years, She 
Heads Graduates; Is 
Lauded by 1,100.

Danville, Va., June 8.—Theresa Dum- 
mond, 18-year-old honor graduate of 
the Danville High School, who came to 
America from Poland five years ago with 
no knowledge of English, received an 
ovation from 1,100 persons at the com- 
mencement exercises today. Her vale- 
dictory was in eloquent English and 
unique in conception, many of her 
hearers declared. Part of it was an ap- 
peal to members of the class to be 
“honest citizens.” : 

“Life,” she said, “is a glorious ad- 
venture because it is real and because 
it will give us a place among men and 
women who make history: glorious, be- 
cause it will make us a part of those 
who strive, struggle, live and love.” 

She told of her life in Poland and 
of religious persecution, explaining that 
she was of Jewish parentage. 

“You American-born people,” she 
sald, “can not imagine what America 
means to the Jewish immigrant. A 
Jewish immigrant does not come to 
America just to make a living. To him 
America is the culmination of all his 
dreams. To him America symbolizes 
freedom and liberty, opportunity and 
no persecution.”

Decision, However, to Await 
Report From Justice 
Department. 


DEATH DAY NOW JUNE 22 


President Coolidge will give a hear- 
ing this morning to those who seek ex- 


ecutive clemency for the three Busch 
slayers, it was announced at the White 
House yesterday. 

The President, however, will awalt 
a report from the Department of Jus- 
tice before deciding whether to com- 
mute or not the death sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

This morning the President will talk 
with Wilton J. Lambert, attorney for 
John C. Proctor, one of the condemned 
men. It is understood that the Presi- 
dent also will see the Rev. George Dow. 
Episcopalian clergyman, who is Proc- 
tor’s spiritual adviser. 

Proctor and the other two—Nicholas 
Lee Eagles and Samuel Moreno—are 
now scheduled to be electrocuted Fri- 
day, June 22, for the murder of Po- 
liceman Leo W. K. Busch. They were 
to have been electrocuted yesterday, 
but Justice Jennings Balley granted a 
two-weeks’ stay in order that Presi- 
dent Coolidge might have time to con- 
sider the applications for commuta- 
tion of the death sentence. 

The applications were filed with At- 
torney General Sargent three days ago 
by attorneys representing the con- 
demned men. Yesterday the recom- 
mendations of United States Attorney 
Leo A. Rover with regard to these ap- 
plications were sent to the depart- 
ment, but what they are was not re- 
vealed. 

Attorney General Sargent now is 
awaiting the recommendations of Jus- 
tice Ballev, who tried the case. Just 
when Sargent will send his findings to 
President Coolidge is problematical. 

Attorney General Sargent, it is un- 
derstood, has taken a deep interest in 
the Busch case and has sought to make 
himself thoroughly familiar with the 
record in the case.

CAR TRAFFIC ARRESTS 
10 PER CENT HIGHER 


9,149 Persons Taken Into 
Custody in Month, Half of 
Them Autoists. 


An increase of 10 per cent in traffic 
arrests over the preceding month and 
@ decrease of arrests for all other 
causes marked the May statistical re- 
port of police activities compiled under 
direction of Inspector William S. Shel- 
by and made public yesterday. 

The total number of May arrests was 
9,149, of which nearly half, or 4,082, 
were for traffic violations. Of the lat- 
ter, as usual, 30 per cent, or 1,272, were 
for parking violations and many others 
were for minor infractions involving 
only deposit of small sums as collateral. 
Speeders arrested numbered 673 and 
violators of the rules governing lights 
On motor cars, 611. Two hundred 
drivers were arrested for having no 
District permits and 256 for disobeying 
official signs. Two hundred were ar- 
rested for reckless driving. 

Quantities of liquor seized in raids 
were greater than in April and were 
much greater than during the corre- 
sponding month last year. They in- 
cluded 3,926 gallons of liquor, 3,841 
bottles of beer and 13,742 gallons of 
mash.

Pocket Veto of Bill Has Alien- 
ated Farmer Vote and Pro- 
gressives, He Says. 


WAITS ON SIMILAR CASE 
NOW IN SUPREME COURT 


Will Not Challenge Validity of 
President’s Action Until 
Decision Is Made. 


(Associated Press.) 

The possibility of a third party in 
the coming presidential campaign was 
declared yesterday by Senator Norris 
(Republican), Nebraska, to be strength- 


ened by the pocket veto by President 
Coolidge of the Muscle Shoals bill. 

The failure of the legislation “may 
drive from the administration candi- 
date a large number of progressive 
thinking citizens,” the Nebraskan said 
in a statement. 

He charged that power interests may 
have had something to do with the 
failure of the President to sign the 
measure “because it would have been 
a terrible slap at the power trust.” 


Funds Needed, He Charges. 


The President's action not only “may 
disappoint the American farmers in- 
terested in cheap fertilizer,” Norris said, 
but it “may be the last straw that 
will bring a third party into the field.”

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IF HOOVER MEN WIN 
THEIR LEADERS SAY 


Fight Will Be Confined to the 
Floor, Watson Asserts 
at Kansas City. 


FARM CHIEFS ALSO TRY 
TO AVOID A PARTY SPLIT 


Some of G. 0. P. Workers 
Cling to Hope President 
Will Agree to Run. 


Kansas City, June 8 (A.P.).—Tension 
between the champions of Herbert 
Hoover and those lined up against him 
in the Republican presidential fight 
seemed somewhat relieved today as 
disclaimers of any intention to bolt 
the party in the event of the Com- 
merce Secretary’s nomination came 
from the opposition camp. 

The battle lines appeared definitely 
drawn. On one side were massed the 
supporters of Hoover, who claim they 
will have the strength to nominate him 
either on the firs. or an early ballot. 

On the other, friends of Lowden, of 
Watson, of Curtis, of Goff, of a variety 
of “dark horses” who have been kept 
in the background, rallied, bent on 
turning back the Hoover tide and mak- 
ing some one else the party standard 
bearer. 


Fight to Rule Convention. 


Although their fight, after it had 
been organized yesterday. had all the 
earmarks of a last-ditch assault, indi- 
cations were given by various leaders 
of the movement today that it would 
be a more pacific attempt to gain con- 
trol of the convention. 

From Senator Watson himself came 
the word that there was no possibility 
ofa bolt. Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick, 
of Illinols, who is in the inner circle 
of the Hoover foes, echoed that assur- 
ance and others talked along the same 
lines. 

The “allies,” as the field against Hoo- 
ver has come to be Known here, are 
directing their attention, it was de- 
clared, solely toward convincing lead- 
ers and delegates that for the good of 
the party some one besides Hoover, 
preferably a man from the agricultural 
middle West, should be nominated: 
There also was every indication that a 
fight would be made to get a farm re- 
lief declaration along the lines of the 
McNary-Haugen bill into the platform, 
but here again there appeared to be no 
intention of stirring up a ruckus that 
would smash the convention to smith- 
ereens, 


Every Chat Is a “Conference.” 


As conferences, formal and informal, 
went on among the higher-ups on both 
sides of the controversy—every time 
two or more Republicans get together 
in a hotel lobby for a pleasant chat 
the word goes out there has been a 
conference—there was a general ten- 
dency to hold final judgment as to 
what wil happen next week uhtil some 
of the party powers, among them 
Andrey, Mellon, of Pennsylvania, get 
on the scene. 

More than ever, with Hoover admit- 
tedly near the going-over point, the 
inclination all around seemed to be to 
consider the big uninstructed delega- 
tion from Pennsylvania as one of the 
keys to the situation, and Mellon one 
of the key men, if not the man who 
with a few words could clinch things 
for Hoover or bring on a situation in 
the convention, the outcome of which 
would be difficult to f~recar*. 

The Hoover managers looked forward 
to Mellon’s arrival Monday with con- 
fidence, convinced that he anc his 
party associates from Pennsylvania 
would settle on the Secretary of Com- 
merce. They conceded that the Trea- 
Sury secretary has cherished hopes that 
Coolldge could be drafted, but they 
insisted that the President definitely 
had closed the door to such action. 


Others Cling to Coolidge. 


On the other hand, some of the party 
leaders who have been here shaping 
up the convention preliminaries are 
talking up Coolidge, arguing that he 
never has put his foot down flatly 
against accepting the nomination if he 
were drafted to prevent a bad split in 
the convention. This ts one of the 
phases of the situation which 1s causing 
the Hoover men some concern. 

As for Mellon, the Hoover opposition 
intends to concentrate on h!m, along 
with a few others, with their rrgument,s 
that the Middle West must be taken 
into consideration if the Republicans 
are to rest easy about next November's 
election. 

Most of the November calculations 
in al! candidatorial camps here are 
based on the supposition that Smith 
will be the Democratic nominee. There 
ig a tendency in many quarters to 
concede the New York governor con- 
siderable ground in States along the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

The Middle West, in the event of 
Smith’s nomination, will be the battle- 
ground, the Hoover opposition con- 
tends, and to win the Republican party 
must name a man who has vote-get- 
ting strength among the farmers. Mrs 
McCormick, who will run for repre- 
sentative at large from Illinois this 
fall, is one of those who insists that 
Hoover, is not that man, and others 
who are associated with her in the fight 
against Hoover are seeking to impress 
the same argument upon delegates. 

Replying to this line of campaign, 
the Hoover chieftains insist that their

A Hoover Atmosphere. 


But there is no doubt about it being 
a Hoover atmosphere here. The hotels 
are surcharged with it. The ballyhoo 
is all his. He has more rooms in liis 
headquarters at the Baltimore Hote) 
than any of the other candidates. His 
picture is spread about everywhere. 

And Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick 
complains about it. “Of course, they 
have plenty of money on thetr side,” 
she says and she complains, too, of the 
steam-roller methods of the Hoover 
people in the contest committee, and 
the fact that it is the daughter of the 
late Mark Hanna who is complaining 
of these things causes much merriment 
in political circles. 

Mrs. McCormick, in fact, is the audl- 
ble opposition, at least most audible, 
to Secretary Hoover. The “alleys,” as 
the bell boy calls them, have all gotten 
together on a campaign of education 
and Mrs. McCormick named the leading 
educator. As this is being written she 
is standing in the center of the Muehle- 
bach lobby with about 100 people 
around her. It is one of her periodical 
talks with the press at which she exe 
plains why Mr. Hoover should not be 
nominated. She has been standing 
there in that capacity virtually all day. 
One group of newspaper men will ap- 
approach her and about the time she 
is through with them another group 
comes up and she tells it all over again, 
while a crowd of nonnewspaper people 
just stand around to listen to her. And 
she gets more enthusiastic every time 
she gives her “spiel,” as she calls it. 


Controversy Over Curtis. 


And with each telling she warns that 
she is the duly constituted spokesman 


candidate has proved his vote-getting 
ability throughout the Nation, and are 
making the point that his attitude 
toward the farmer has been grossly 
misrepresented. 

In the settlement of delegate con- 
tests Hoover made virtually a clean-up. 
Routed before the national commit- 
tee, the opposition group is preparing 
to press for a reversal on the contests 
before the credentials committee, and, 
if necessary, to make a fight on the 
convention floor. 


Conferences on Strategy. 


They are holding one conference aft- 
er another to discuss strategy, with 
representatives of virtually all the can- 
didates in the field against Hoover par- 
ticipating. 

Some of the followers of Curtis have 
been in on the discussions, but his 
Missourt campaign manager, Albert 
Newman, who is serving on the coali- 
tion’s board of strategy, emphasized 
that the Kansas senator was not com- 
mitted to any course of policy. 

“Poly” Tincher, former member of 
Congress, who will nominate Curtis, 
declared he knew of no authorit’ from 
the senator for any one to join hands 
with the “allies,” and said that while 
both he and David Mulvane, national 
committeeman from Kansas, were seek - 
ing to have Curtis nominated, neither 
would aid a last ditch fight against 
Hoover. 

Curtis himself is not expected here 
before Sunday. Lowden will get in 
tomorrow morning, accompanied by 
several members of his family. Watson 
has been on the battleground for sev- 
eral days, while Hoover intends to re- 
main in Washington throughout the 
convention. 

George Akerson, his personal secre- 
tary, reached Kansas City today, an: 
imurediately was besieged by Hoover 
leaders and other tnquirers for the last 
word from his chief. 


Coolidge, Sincere, Is Out 
Of Contest, Good Asserts 


Kansas City, June 8 (A.P.).—In a 
statement brimming with confidence 
over the result in next week’s Repub- 
lican convention, James W. Good, man- 
ager for Herbert Hoover, declared today 
that the “efforts of the agitators to 
intimidate the men and women selected 
to nominate the people’s choice for the 
Presidency have failed.” 

“The opposition remains divided and 
are now regarded as defeatist,” he ad- 
ded. “They are united on no single 
candidate. The Hoover forces are united 
and solidified, and confident of victory 
next week and in November.” 

Asserting that Hoover had more 
delegates than yesterday and “ap- 
parently will have more tomorrow than 
he has today,” Good predicted that “be- 
fore the convention is over he will 
have more than a majority.” 

“Delegates arriving today without in- 
structions have come to pledge them- 
selves personally to Hoover,” he said 
“From all parts of the country they 
bring with them the news that the 
people want Hoover.” 

Good’s statement was issued late in 
the day when he held his dally con- 
ference with newspaper men, who 
pressed him for some additional infor- 
mation. 

“How about Coolidge?” some one in- 
quired. “Do you figure he really is out 
of it?” 

“We do,” Good replied. “He is as 
sincere a man as there is in the country 
and I think the country takes him at 
his word.” 

“Yes, but some politicians don't,” 
the inquirer came back. 

“They do him a great injustice,” 
Good rejoined. 

Asked whether he expected Coolidge 
to make any new move to bring out 
more clearly his attitude toward the 
Presidency, Mr. Good said he had no 
information that led him to belleve

for the allies, and unless the informa- 
tion is from her it is not authentic. 
This warning was made necessary by a 
controversy that raged all day as to 
whether Senator Curtis had formally 
joined the allies in the stop-Hoover 
campaign. One of the senator's repre- 
sentatives just arriving and not being 
here yesterday when the antigroup was 
formally organized said he did not 
think Senator Curtis was a part of it, 
that he was simply standing by him- 
self.

Opposed to Farm Caravan.

It was his thought that such 
agitation might cagse the President to 
take a hand in favor of Hoover, and 
furthermore, he held it did the party 
no good.

“Hoover-Coolidge” Break. 


“But here is something that I heard,” 
she confides in the same. breath.

The 
local newspapers heralded his arrival 
with a column interview—"“The man 
who knew Coolidge.” But, just what 
Mr. Reynolds knows and has in mind 
out here now its another matter. 

Senator Reed Smoot goes about 
guarding the platform as zealously as 
he does the tax bill. 

The hotels are crowding up. The 
Hoover people say that tomorrow or 
Sunday they will have 165 members of 
the House and 300 women here to 
combat the anti-Hoover talkers. If 
they can out-talk Mrs. McCormick they 
will, indeed, be good.

The leaders are bitterly divided. Some’ 
expresse. fear that a party split at this 
time might give the Republicans @ 
chance to make a real showing in this 
normally strong Democratic common- 
wealth 

The feature of the county conven- 
tions 1s expected to be a fight between 
pro-Smith and anti-Smith forces. The 
New Yorker’s attitude toward the pro- 
hibition act and his religion for several 
months have been attacked by the one 
and defended by the other. 

Reports gathered after the recent 
precinct meetings, when delegates were 
selected for the county sessions, esti-. 
mated that 500 of the 1,957 delegates 
were instructed for Hull; 400 for Smith 
and at least 750 or 800 uninstructed.

“Film entertainment, as observed 
during the fourteen years that 1 have 
been a motion picture producer, runs 
in cycles,” Lasky stated “Economic 
conditions throughout the social organ.

In the postwar perlod the 
theater-going public would not accept 
drama that bordered on tragedy There 
had been quite enough of that. But 
now conditions over the country are ex- 
cellent and we can expect a period of 
realism on the screen.

MELLON HOLDS THE KEY. 

The situation at Kansas City has for some 
time been recognized as being a case of Secre- 
tary Hoover against the fleld. Now, through a 
unification of the forces opposed to the leading 
candidate, the outlook may be better expressed 
as being the field against Hoover. Al] of the 
opposing forces, excepting the slight following 
of Senators Borah and Norris, have formed 
@n organization that is expected to work as a 
unit offensively. ‘The delegate votes of Low- 
den, Watson, Curtis and Goff have declared an 
armistice as among themselves, which will 
come to an end if they succeed in preventing 
the Hoover nomination. 
| The Hoover claims, variously expressed, 
range from 470 votes to 514. Even at the 
maximum the Secretary of Commerce lacks 31 
votes of the number necessary to nominate. A 
table of the Hoover strength, coming from a 
source extremely friendly to his candidacy, 
gies him 261 instructed delegates and lists 

53 as favorable to his nomination. Only the 

alloting can demonstrate how many in the 
latter classification have been correctly 
catalogued. 

“There remains some uncertainty as to the 
egrrectness of the total classed as instructed 
Hoover votes. Included in that number are 
some of the more than 60 from the South

img delegations. The action of the national 
committee is not final. An appeal lies to the 
credentials committee of the convention and 
to the convention itself, The Hoover opponents 
have announced their intention of taking both 
these appeals. The one to the convention ap- 
péars to be the best chance, for there each 
State votes its delegate strength, while in the 
committees the States have equal representa- 
tion. New York, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts, for instance, will have more than 200 
votes in the convention, instead of the 6 to 
which they are entitled in committee; and it 
is upon an alliance with these uninstructed 
delegations that the anti-Hoover forces are 
concentrating their efforts. 

The success of the movement to stop Secre- 
tary Hoover depends upon the ability of his 
opponents to swing the support of the three 
States last named. They appear to be assured 
of the cooperation of Charles D. Hilles. The 
ultimate decision, therefore, appears to rest 
with William M. Butler and Secretary Mellon, 
and because the Pennsylvania delegation is the 
latger, more particularly with the latter. It 
is little wonder, therefore, that all eyes should 
be turned toward Secretary Mellon. Not in 
many years, if ever, has any man other than 
the incumbent President, held such decisive 
power as Mr. Mellon now holds. 


A COLLEGE REFORM PLAN. 


The necessity for some change in the method 
of imparting higher education, which is now 
generally recognized, has resulted in many 
suggestions, but none that bears more promise 
than the one which has just been made by the 
Yale Student Council. The New Haven under- 
graduates suggest in effect that after the 
sophomore year the sheep be separated from 
the goats; that students who are seriously 
interested in education be given freer rein to 
follow their desires, and that their classmates, 
more concerned with social and athletic tri- 
umphs, be required to follow the curriculum 
now imposed upon the entire undergraduate 
body. 

In essence the project offers the same ad- 
vantages that would result from the creation 
of separate institutions for the serious-minded 
students. It necessitates no radical change in 
the present educational structure. It would 
require no new endowments and obviates the 
unwelcome distinctions which might arise if 
gomme colleges devoted their energies entirely 
to mental training, leaving it to be inferred 
that the others were neglecting this important 
phase of academic life. 

All that the Yale Student Council suggests 
is greater freedom for the two classes into 
which the undergraduate body now falls. Its 
suggestion is that the earnest seeker after 
knowledge be permitted in his two final years 
to apply himself more directly to the branch 
of education which interests him most, For 
such men the proposal would substitute the

A PARTY TRAITOR. 


The Muscle Shoals bill fails to become 
law, not having received the signature of 
President Coolidge. In some quarters the 
view is held that the period following a 
long session of Congress is a recess, and 
not an adjournment; and that unless the 
President sends in a veto within ten days 
upon the reassembling of Congress a bill 
passed by Congress becomes a law with- 
out his signature, exactly as if Congress 
had been in session all the time. A claim- 
ant who raised this point on an Indian 
bill was turned down recently by the 
Court of Claims, which held that the bill 
was killed: by a pocket veto. He has ap- 
pealed, and the supporters of the Muscle 
Shoals bill hope that the Supreme Court 
will rule that there is no such thing as a 
pocket veto. Among these hopefuls is 
Senator Norris; but he also gives notice 
that he will reintroduce the Muscle 
Shoals bill next winter, thus betraying 
his real conviction that the bill is dead. 

The Nebraska senator issues a remark- 
able statement in which he criticizes 
President Coolidge. “It seems to me,” 
says Mr. Norris, “that if he could not 
sign it, he should have frankly and 
courageously stated his reasons in a veto 
message.” But since the bill was handed 
to the President in the last hour of the 
session, how could he have written and 
transmitted a veto message? As usual, 
the Nebraska senator fails to understand 
the Constitution which he so persistently 
endeavors to improve. 

Mr. Norris intimates that the Muscle 
Shoals bill was disapproved by President 
Coolidge because its approval would have 
offended the “power trust,” and “would 
have dried up sources of revenue that we 
must have in the great campaign just 
ahead of us.” By “we,” Senator Norris 
evidently means the Republican party. A 
third party may appear, he thinks, as a 
protest against the failure of the Muscle 
Shoals bill; but “we will have the money 
to dominate the attitude of publicity and 
can arouse the enthusiasm of the unsus- 
pecting voters.” The power trust, he 
suggests, is still in control of the Repub- 
lican party, “and with its unlimited 
financial assistance we should again ride 
to victory in the coming election.” 

What a fine and loyal spirit is displayed 
by the Nebraska senator toward the Re- 
publican party and its leader! “The 
President has betrayed the country to the 
power trust,” he says in effect, “‘and the 
Republican party in payment for this 
perfidy is to receive millions of dishonest 
money with which to corrupt the sources 
of publicity and betray the unsuspecting 
voters. I am a member of that party. 
We will win, not on merit, but through 
corruption.” 

If Senator Norris believes what he 
says he will leave the Republican party 
and quit trying any longer to play a dou- 
ble role. Republicans would be delighted 
to see him go. He can not honestly re- 
main in the party and yet believe that it 
has been sold by President Coolidge for 
dishonest money with which to buy an- 
other lease of power. The truth is, of 
course, that he is not a Republican, but 
is a traitor to the party, and merely poses 
as a Republican in order to gain office. 
The only betrayal is the betrayal of the 
people of Nebraska, who were swindled 
by Norris when he told them he was a 
Republican. 

If men like Senator Norris do not leave 
the party they betray they should be 
kicked out. The Republican party dis- 
honors its loyal members when it harbors 
such traitors. The placing of such a man 
at the head of a Senate committee in 
recognition of his Republicanism is an 
insult to every Republican in the United 
States. 


BRYAN’S DAUGHTER. 

Returns from the Florida primary show that 
Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen, daughter of the late 
William J. Bryan, has obtained the Democratic 
nomination for Congress from the Fourth dis- 
trict. The Democratic nomination in Florida 
is still tantamount to election. It is certain, 
therefore, that one more woman will be.added 
to the number of those who since the passage 
of the seventeenth amendment have taken their 
place in Congress, 


The advent of a daughter of the Commoner 
into the House of Representatives will be of 
interest to the Nation generally. It was in the 
same body that her famous father served in 
the earlier nineties. The two terms for which 
he was elected marked the only occasions in 
which he succeeded in obtaining the indorse- 
ment of the electorate, despite the fact that he 
spent the rest of his life in an effort to reach 
the White House. His daughter, therefore, 
will have succeeded to the same degree that 
her father did when she takes her seat. 

Mrs. Owen might at one time have become 
a candidate for an even more ancient legisla- 
tive body than the American Congress, She 
married an Englishman and during the time 
that her father was Secretary of State lived 
abroad. She had the same opportunity then 
as Lady Astor to become a member of pariia- 
ment, but she would not have had the advan- 
tage there of the distinction which her father’s 
name gives her in this country,

SPANNING THE PACIFIC. 


The successful filght of the Southern Cross 
from San Francisco to Brisbane constitutes the 
most notable oceanic flight yet accomplished. 
In little more than a week’s clapsed time, and 
in far less than 100 flying hours, the Capt. 
Kingsford-Smith expedition has annihilated 


more than 7,000 miles of space—a distance 
which, until this fillght was made, could not 
have been covered in much under a month. 

All sorts of records go to the credit of the 
filers. Their crossing from Hawaii to the Fiji 
Islands was the longest ovefwater trip that 
any men have yet made. Their entire journey 
is the longest sustained flight in an equal 
length of time yet recorded. It must be re- 
garded as the last word in the art of aviation. 
The short intervals that elapsed between the 
flight from Hawaii to Suva and from the latter 
place to Brisbane permitted of only the most 
cursory overhaul of the plane in which the 
men had placed their trust. That no mechani- 
cal difficulty developed is evidence of the 
progress that has been made in airplane con- 
struction. 

Another noteworthy advance as demon- 
strated in tho flight to Australia is the as- 
sistance given the navigators on the Southern 
Cross by radio beacons and signals. On two 
legs of their journey they set out to hit islands 
that were nothing more than pin pricks in a 
Vast ocean. Without the assistance of the

THE SEARCH FOR NOBILE. 


Again signals have been received purport- 
ing to have originated with the lost Italian 
polar expedition. In some quarters they are 
accepted as genuine. Asa general thing, how- 
ever, since several times within the last week 
or so the world has been fooled, they are con- 
sidered false. There is the possibility, of 
course, that those listening for word from 
Nobile may be misled by messages transmitted 
by the various rescue expeditions in the far 
North. Nevertheless these latest signals may 
be genuine, and they should not be ignored. 

The fact that Nobile’s base ship has twice 
recelved weak and undecipherable signals is 
significant. Unquestionably any signals origi- 
nating from relief expeditions would come in 
with good volume through the receivers of the 
Citta di Milano. If Nobile has crashed, how- 
ever, his transmitting apparatus probably 
would have been damaged and his operator 
may be transmitting upon a makeshift, emer- 
gency apparatus that he has finally; recon- 
structed of salvaged parts of the damaged 
equipment.

THE OAKS. 


The uncertainty of racing, the irony of fate, 
and the truth of the adage that history re- 
peats itself were all thoroughly illustrated in 
the result of the Oaks stakes at Epsom yester- 
day. In order of time the Oaks is the fourth 
and the last but one of the five great English 
“classic” races, but in importance it ranks, 
perhaps, next after the Epsom Derby and the 
Doncaster St. Leger. It is for. fillies only, at 
fixed weight, without penalties or allowances. 
It is run at Epsom over the full derby course, 
and being thérefore a mile and a half in 
length, it is a genuine test of staying power 
and courage, as well as of speed. 

Yesterday it was won by Lord Derby’s 
Toboggan, starting at 100 to 15 against, from 
the even money favorite, King George’s Scut- 
tle, and Somerville Tattersall’s Flegere (100 
to 9 against), these three finishing in that 
order in front of ten other competitors. When 
Lord Derby’s colt, Fairway, was first favorite 
for the Derby on Wednesday of this week, he 
could do no better than get ninth in a field of 
nineteen, and yet his filly, at more than double 
the odds, annexes the great prize of the Oaks 
two days later. That is the irony of the sit- 
uation. The uncertainty is shown in the fail- 


ure of Scuttle to reproduce the form she. 


showed when she won the One Thousand 
Guineas at Newmarket on May 4, beating 
thirteen others, among them Toboggan, which 
that day finished third. The coincidence, or 
repetition of history, is found in the fact that 
the very first Oaks ever run, that of 1779, was 


won by Bridget, owned by the Lord Derby of 


that time. 

The third in yesterday’s race, Flegere, did 
not compete in the One Thousand Guineas, but 
in a high-weight handicap of one mile for 3- 
year-olds at Hurst Park on May 28, she was 
backed as a practical certainty to beat a field 
of twelve, and she won all right, though only 
by a short head. Her place yesterday was 
therefore no fluke. 

The first and second in yesterday’s race are 
well named, Toboggan’s sire is Hurry On and 
her dam is Glacier, while the sire of Scuttle 
is Captain Cuttle. 

In times past great fillies have won the 
Oaks. It remains to be seen, at Ascot, or 
Goodwood, or mayhap at Doncaster, whether 
the modern equine queens are up to the stand- 
ard of former days.

The writer is correct, and The Post 
was in error. There is no Federal law 
protecting the privacy of letters in the 
mails. The inviolability of first-class 
mail is not based upon statute, but 
upon the Constitution itself. Judicial 
pronouncement of this is contained in 
the opinion of Justice Field, of the 
Supreme Court, in the case ex parte 
Jackson, as follows: 

“e © ©* a distinction is to be made 
between different kinds of mai] mat- 
ter—between what is intended to be 
kept free from inspection, such as let- 
ters, and sealed packages subject to let- 
ter postage; and what is open to inspec- 
tion, such as Newspapers, magazines, 


pamphlets and other printed matter = 


purposely left in a condition to be ex- 
amined. Letters and sealed packages 
of this kind in the mail are as fully 
guarded from examination and inspec- 
tion, except as to their outward form 
and weight, as if they were retained by 
the parties forwarding them in their 
own domiciles. The constitutional 
guaranty of the right of the people to 
be secure in their papers against un- 


reasonable searches and seizures ex- 
tends to their papers, thus closed 
against inspection, wherever they may 
be. Whilst in the mail, they can only 
be opened and examined under like 
warrant, issued upon similar oath or :af- 
firmation, particularly describing the 
thing to be seized, as is required when 
papers are subjected to search in one’s 
own household. No law of Congress 
can place in the hands of ia con-

nected with the postal service any au- 
thority to invade the secrecy of letters 
and such sealed packages in the mail; 
and all regulations adopted as to mail 
matter of this kind must be in sub- 
ordination to the great principles em- 
bodied in the fourth amendment of 
the Constitution.’—Editor.

ENGAGEMENT TO MARRY 


Fiancee Seen on the Stock 
Exchange With Two Men, 


Is Reason Given. 


Madrid, June 8 (A.P.).—-The premier 
and dictator of Spain, Primo de Rivera, 
today broke off his wedding engage- 
ment because his flancee had. been seen 
on the stock exchange buying securi- 
ties in company with two men. 

Announcement of his action, which 
was made in an official note, caused a 
buzz in Spanish social circles. Reports 
had it that King Alfonso himself was 
to have been the best man at the wed- 
ding, and the elite of the kingdom al- 
ready was preparing. for an eventful 
celebration of nuptials in a style be- 
fitting the rank and family of the 
principals. 

Senorita Mercedes Castellanos, 47- 
year-old daughter of a wealthy family 
long prominent in Spanish affairs, was 
the fiancee of Senor de Rivera. Had 


the marriage plans been completed she. 


would have been a marquesa, for the 
general, besides his army rank and 
high state position, is Marquis de 
Estella. His full title is Gen. Miguel 
Primo de Rivera y Orbaneja Marquis 
de Estella Duc de Agdir. 

The wedding was to have taken 
place in September. Announcement of 
the engagement last April was fol- 
lowed by rumors that the general was 
to give up some of his public activ- 
ities, perhaps even retire as dictator, 
for a domestic existence. This later 
was denied, but probably had its in- 
ception in a statement which he made 
to Madrid newspapers a few days after 
the betrothal. In this statement he 
said: 

“My fiancee, iike myself, is disposed 
to place duty to king and country be- 
fore every other desire or convenience. 
Although I am by no means a youth, 
my character is joyous and inde- 
pendent. Yet after this five years of 
struggle I am in need of a domestic 
SES 

In giving up his dream of domes- 
ticity, the general.issued another note 
today saying that Senorita Castellanos 
was seen on the exchange in company 
with Count Cimera and the Duke of 
Almodovalhe. The note said that the 
dictator found this conduct on her 
part “incomprehensible.” 

Thus far no announcement or other 
expression has come from the lady in 
the case. 

The premier did not allow his pri- 
vate troubles to blanket all his po- 
litical activities. He gave an inter- 
view today to La Nacion, a local news- 
paper, which, however, reflected a bit 
of the discussion respecting his pos- 
sible retirement in view of marria,e. 
In the interview he sald: 

“The present regime will continue 
through many years. There will be 
no succession, but rather a continua- 
tion of this government as well as its 
system oi making pronouncements to 
the nation each thirteenth of Septem- 
ber.”

N Contract, Just as in Bridge—and, 
i because of the increased valuations, 
even more important in Contract 
than in Bridge—it is essential that a 
game-going contract should be reached 
but not overreached. The Contract 
‘pair who frequently fail to bid for 
game when there is game in the hands, 
or who are apt to bid for it when it is 
not there, have a sorry record to pro- 
duce at the end of the year. The num- 
ber of slams made in every hundred 
hands dealt has never, as far as I know, 
been determined with any great ac- 
curacy; but it seems safe to say that 
in the long run not over two deals in 
a hundred will produce hands which 
justify any kind of slam _ bidding. 
Slams will be made oftener than once 
in 50 deals, but a large percentage of 
slams are due to some fortunate break 
which. can not be foreseen by the hid- 
ders during the auction; so it must be 
admitted that any of the slam-bidding 
conventions which would seriously in- 
terfere with reaching the soundest 
final declaration for the combined 
hands would work badly in 49 hands 
out of 50 even if it led to a slam bid 
and made once in 50 times. That 
would be a serious enough condemna- 
tion of such a system of bidding, but 
that is not all. 
The chances are that in the fiftieth 


hand in which the slam can be sanely 
bid for and safely made, partners will 
be able to reach the slam by sound 


non-slam bidding just as surely as 
with the ald of these unusual systems. 
So it is safe to say that in the short 
history of Contract in this country, 
those who have used these systems 
have lost thousands of points and 
gained few, if any. In return. 

The above does not apply to the 
saner and more conservative type of 
slam bidding in which slams do not 
bother the bidders until after the dec- 
laration has been definitely “set.” A 
Contract declaration is said to be set 
when both partners understand that 
they are to play No Trump, Spades, 
Hearts, Diamonds or Clubs, as the case 
may be; that is, when the partners 
have agreed upon what their declara- 
tion will be if they obtain the contract 
After such an understanding has been 
reached, subsequent bidding by eithe1 
partner is solely for the purpose of 
showing trick-taking ability, and is de- 
signed to discover whether the partner- 
ship may venture to a bid of six or 
seven—i,. e., a bid for Small or Big 
Slam. 

How the “set declaration” is arrived 
at and other questions of slam bidding 
will be considered on Friday and Sat-

Even if they 
did, that fact would not prove that the 
milk would be poisonous. I have never 
heard or read of sickness due to drink- 
ing such milk. I do not think there 
is any. 

I have had letters saying that when 
mitk caused diarrhea in babies it was 
because the cows on pastures had eaten 
poisonous weeds. The theory is that 
the poisons from the weeds acted as a 
purgative for the babies who drank the 
milk. I have never seen any evidence 
that this statement was true. 


Recently I had occasion to inquire 
as to bitter milk due to cows eating 
bitter weed in pastures. Makers of 
sweetened condensed milk told me bit- 
ter milk due to bitter weed was all 
right for their use. The added sugar 
'overcame the bitter from the weed 
Makers of evaporated milk thought bit- 
ter milk all right for their use. Makers 
of cheese, butter and milk powder re- 
plied that they did not like it for use 
in their products. No question of 
harm to health is involved. 

From Dr. A. S. Alexander’s excellent 
book. “Udder Diseases of the Cow,” and 
related subjects, I got the following in- 
formation about some abnormal quall- 
ties of milk: 

Bitter milk may result from the 
action of certain bacteria. Such milk 
is wholesome. The farmer will some- 
times find a cow with a bad quarter 
in his herd, or the bacteria may get in 
from the milk pails. Sterilization of 
utensils is the remedy.

Unnatural flavors in milk may be due 
‘to the cow feed used It can be caused 
by feeding large quantities of alfalfa 
|cabbage or potatoes especially when 
ithe green stuff is fed during milking or 
| within two bours before milking. The 
'remedy is to change the feeding time. 
|Tn some cases feeding the cows wood 
'charcoal will remedy the trouble. Dr. 
| Alexander recommends 2 pounds of 
| Wood charcoal to each 130 pounds of 
| grain mixture. 

Blue milk is not caused by letting the 
cows lie in the dew, as was once 
thought. It is due to a bacillus. Red 
milk may be due to some red pigment 
in the cow feed. It is usually produced 
by a bacillus. Ropy milk is due to a 
bacillus. As a rule, this bacillus gets 
into milk through washing the milk 
pails in raw water which contains it. 
The remedy lies in boiling the water. 
Yellow milk is due to a bacillus) The 
same is true of soapy milk. All of these 
milks of varied flavors and appearances 
are wholesome. They do not cause dis- 
ease. As a general proposition the ob- 
jectionable quality can be guarded 
against by effective cieaning and ster- 
ilization of pails and all other para- 
phernalla,

PRIZE ESSAYS ARE READ

Montauk Beach, Long Island, Jume 8.— 


With the morning breaking bright and 
with the winds drifting across 


this part of Long Island, the second 
Session of the tenth annual convention 


of the District Bankers Association got 


under way today. 

While the greater part of today’s pro- 
gTam was devoted to listening to the 
report of I. J. Roberts, president of 
Washington Chapter, American Insti- 
tute of Banking, in which was revealed 
the fact that the local organization 
had set new records in achievement for 
the year ended May 31, and to the read- 
ing of the prize essays in the anriua] 
contest conducted by the District Bank- 
ers Association, there were many other 
features of interest and importance to 
the banking fraternity which were a 
part of the program. 

One of the most Interesting develop- 
ments of the sessions thus far was the 
discussion which followed the reading 
of @ paper written by W. H. Baden, 
trust officer of the Washington Loan % 
Trust Co., on the subject of fiduciary 
| relationships, and which, due to his ab- 

sence, was presented by W. L. Marbury, 
| assistant trust officer of the company 
Pointing out that the competition of 
fiduciary service to benefit both the 
fiduciary and the beneficiary must be 
in the excellence of the quality of the 
service, the trust officer declared that 
the performance of fiduciary service is 
inherently expensive. 

The skill required and the character 
of the equipment make even the mini- 
mum current expense quite considera- 
ble. Uniformity of fees, while not rec- 
ommended as a2 means for the mainte- 
Nance of exorbitant charges, was sug- 
gested as a means of doling away with 
the cutting of rates for this service, and 
it was recommended that the amount 
of fees charged by all fiduciaries for the 
same service should be made uniform. 

Following the reading of this paper 
@ discussion was led by Merrell P. Calla- 
way, vice president of the Guaranty 
Trust Co., of New York, and this phase 
of the program laid the foundation 
for later development of a section of 
the District Bankers Association to be 
Known as the Trust Company Section. 

Edgar L. Smith, president of the In- 
|} véstment Managers Co., New York, 
|Made an address on investment trusts 
|which proved one of the outstanding 
numbers on the interesting program. 

The report of the protective commit- 
tee, which was made by Harry V 
‘Haynes, chairman, while necessarily 
confidential in character, revealed that 
‘the committee having this important 
iphase of banking effort in charge had 
accomplished a great amount of good 
‘during the year just ended. 

Tomorrow's session, the closing one 
of the convention, will be presided over 
by W. J. Waller, second vice president 
of the association, during that portion 
of the program which has to do with 
the reception of the reports of the 
standing committee for the year, while 
the American Bankers’ Association sex- 
lon will convene for the transaction of 
business and the election of vice - 
Hents to represent the District in the 
four groups in the banking class. 

Following this session the District 
Bankers Association will reconvene and

WILL PROTECT PRIVACY 


Tapping of the wires of the Chesa- 
peake & Potomac Telephone Co., which 
serves the District of Columbia, Mary- 


land, Virginia and West Virginia, for 
the purpose of obtaining evidence in 
criminal prosecutions, will be resisted 
as a trespass upon the property of the 
company, A. E. Berry, president, de- 
clared in a formal statement issued yes- 
terday. 

Despite the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court making 
Such evidence admissable in court, and 
the criticism recently leveled at the 
company by Representative Ernest W 
Gibson, chairman of the District sub- 
committee of the House, for its fail- 
ure to cooperate with the police in law 
enforcement, the company’s policy of 
protecting the privacy of telephone con- 
versations will not be affected, accord- 
ing to Berry. 

“As we understand it,” Berry’s state- 
ment read, “the court does not ap- 
prove wire-tapping. It merely states 
that evidence thus secured is admissa- 
ble in a criminal prosecution in the ab- 
sence of a Federal statute forbidding it 

“In most of the States, intercepting 
and divulging telephone conversations 
is prohibited by law. Tapping wires 
for such purposes is a trespass upon 
the property of the telephone company 
which it will resist.”

TO MAKE NEW EFFORT 


Columbus, ORlo, June 8 (A.P.).— 
Forced down here today by fog in their 
attempt to set a nonstop transcontinen- 
tai record in their monoplane Yankee 
Doodle, Lee Scheonhatr, pilot, and Harry 
Tucker, his passenger, announced that 
next week they would attempt a dawn- 
tc-dusk flight from New York to San 
Diego, Calif. 

The men declared they believed their 
San Diego to New York attempt had 
showm they could have broken existing 
recor ; ahd reached New York success- 
fully under ordinary flying conditions. 

he fliers were forced to contend with 
ormy weather throughout, they said. 
nd were seldom in sftght of the ground 
from the time they took off at 1:15 p. 
m., Pacific time, yesterday at San Diego 
Crossing the Allegheny Mountains, how- 
ever, they ran into an impenetrable fog 


near Harrisburg, Pa. Baffled in their at- 
tempts to fight their way through the 


. fog banks, the filers were forced to turn 


back, landing here at 9:45 a. m. 

“We devided not to take a chance in 
landing anywhere in Pensylvanita or in 
eastern Ohio,” Tucker said. “We knew 
we would find a good landing field at 
‘Columbus, so Scheonhair turned around 
a few miles east of Harrisburg and 
headed for Columbus.” 

The Yankee Doodle had been in the 
air 17 hours and 30 minutes. The 
filers said they had flown at an alti- 
tude of about 7.500 to 8,000 feet most 
of the trip to escape heavy hanging 
rain clouds. 


“We will leave tomorrow for New 


York, if weather permits,” Scheonhair 
sald, “and prepare within two days for 
a dawn-to-dusk filght from New York 
to San Diego. “I’m certain that we 
can break all existing records for non- 
stop dawn-to-dusk fiights.” 

Had Scheonhair and Tucker been 
able to reach New York in the time 
they were in the air on their unsuc- 
cessful flight, they would have beaten 
the present transcontinental nonstop 
record of 26 hours and 50 minutes 
which Lieuts. John A. Macready and 
Oakley G. Kelley set in 1923 between 
San Diego and Roosevelt Field, New 
York. 


NEW ROCKET PLANE 
SHAPED LIKE A DUCK 


Machine Built Solidly to With- 
stand the Concussions 
of Explosive. 


Kassel, Germany, June 8 (AP.).- 
Despite great reticence by constructors 
of the new rocket plane, known as the 
Raab-Katzenstein machine, the Asso- 
ciated Press learned today that it Is a 
duck-shaped affair, flying with the tall 
end forward. The rockets which will 
propel the contraption will be tnserted 
at the rear. A steel plate will separate 
the pilot from the rocket compartment 
The wings will be more stable than in 
an ordinary plane, since they, and every- 
thing else about the machine, have 
been designed to withstand violent con- 
cussions. 

The machine is nearing completion 
Its first trial flight will be made up of 
a series of short spurts. Anton Raab 
will undertake to pilot it with a motor 
which later will be replaced by the 
rockets. 

The first public flight probably will 
be an attempt to fiy from Berlin to 
Paris. Like the rocket automobile, re- 
cently tried out, designers of the plane 
expect it will develop extremely high 
speed.

from Suva and remarked that the 


weather was “bad.” 

Radio operators along the coast 
added the information that the plane's 
signals were “swinging badly,” Indicat- 
ing that the craft was riding roughly. 


Story of Storm Told. 


Nothing was said about the tensity of 
the storm until the 9:25, plane time re- 
port, 4:25 a. m. Friday, American East- 
ern standard time. 

Then, Ulm said: “We didn’t want to 
worry every one while we were in it, 
but now that we are-out of it we will 
tell you that for the last two hours we 
have battled the worst weather of the 
whole flight, at 7,500 feet. Heavy rains, 
bumps, gave us several drops of over 
400 feet at a time. A series of mean 
tricks on this. one wwe 
stretch. Smithy and I are not through, 
but as soon as moon comes up and 
blind flying ends we will eat and have a 
shot of emergency whisky. Am too cold 
to write more; we'll send later. Cheerlo 
We'll send later. Cheerlo. We'll be 
CG. aa 

About that time a radio message was 
intercepted at Honolulu. lt came from 
Sydney, Australia, and was broadcast 
for the fliers’ information. The word 
was not cheering. It said the fliers 
“must expect one or two repetitions of 
the storm experienced at 7 p. m., with 
sharp squalls from southeast, raln dur- 
ing the next couple of hours before 
wind settles to steady southwest.” 

It was not long before the plane 
struck its next storm area. At 11:42, 
plane time, a half hour or so after re- 
porting that they were fiying south of 
New Caledonia and about 770 miles 
from Suva, the fliers opened their wire- 
less key probably to send their position 
report. 

Radio operators on shore heard the 
signal, “Southern Cross,” and then 
heard the plane’s generator shriek 
wildly upward. The signals were ren- 
dered barely &@dible and then died out 
altogether Fof a time it was feared 
that the plane might ‘ave plunged 
into the sea, for the tncreasing pitch 
of the generator igdicated that the 
craft must have fallew rapidly. 


Generator Ueard Again, 

A little later, however, came the rce- 
assuring word from land stations in 
San Francisco that the generator could 
be heard, but that no messages were 
being sent. he Southern Cr0ss was 
still rising, plunging and again rising 
through the storm and the worries ol 
the intrepid filers were not over 

Yet through all this came not a word 
of anxiety from the four men. They 
looked for the moon, as they did dur- 
ing their flight from Oakland to Ha- 
wall and Hawali to Suva. Frequently 
they have referred to the moon as “our 
friend,” and as frequently did they 
joke about the rough riding—always 
to close their messages with a light 
“cheerio.” 

As the Southern Cross approached 
Brisbane the distance and sunlight 
caused its radio signals to fade out 
for listeners in Hawaii, Samoa and the 
United States. No word of her exact 
position had been received since 10 
a. m. today on the Pacific Coast, when 
the plane radioed it had 408 miles to 
gO to reach Brisbane. Radio messages 
received later by Brisbane, however, re- 
ported that the plane was flying stead- 
dh toward that city with “everything 
o. K:"" 

Apia, Samoa, June 8 (A.P.).—The 
Southern Cross, flying from Fiji to 
Brisbane, Australia, at 8:11 a. m. to- 
day, sent a radio request for radio 
compass bearings. This broadcast mes- 
sage, recelved here at 2 p. m. American 
eastern standard time, was of the type 
usually sent by planes seeking con- 
nn of their navigator’s computa- 

ons 

Suva, Fiji, June 9 (Saturday) (A.P,) 
The confidence and high spirits of the 
crew of the monoplane Southern Crosé 
as they cruised through the night on 
thelr way to Brisbane, Australia, was 
reflected in a series of radio messages 
sent out by Charles Ulm, relief pilot 
“We are as happy as larks up here,’ 
he said in one message dispatched be- 
fore the fliers ran into storm conditions 
described as the worst of their whole 
filght since leaving Oakland, Calif. The 
messages read: 

“‘Smithy’ (Capt. Charles Kingsford- 
Smith, commander) at controls, sand- 
wich one hand. Me (Ulm) writing you 
radio message with our two efficient 
American colleagues few feet behind 
us at their jobs.” 

“Cheerio everybody; it won’t be long 
now. Possibility of fairly dirty weather 
tonight, hence self will relieve Smith 
at controls now, that he may be better 
rested for night flying. We are as 
happy as larks up here.” 

“It will be good to see old Brisbane 
in the morning. This is the life.” 


Congratulated by Coolidge.

President Coolidge was one of the 
first to send a message of congratula- 
tion to the fillers aboard the mono- 
plane Southern Cross, after the news 
of their landing at Brisbane, Australia.

Your brilliant and 
courageous pioneering has advanced 
cause of aviation and strengthened 
bonds between your commonwealth 
and our country.”

June 8 (A.P.).—- 
Miss Marguerite Bumbaugh, 32, of 
Warsaw. ind., who shot and killed 
Walter H. Cook. Niles Mich., basket 
manufacturer, in his factory last 
March 30, was sentenced today to servé 
three to fifteen years in the Detroit 
House of Correction on a plea of guilty 
to manslaughter. 

Charges against her brothers, George 
and Girard Bumbaugh, with whom she 
was being tried jointly for murder, ’ 
were dismissed under an agreement 
whereby Miss Bumbaugh pleaded 
guilty to the reduced charge.

Miss Bumbaugh, who for ten years 
was Cook’s private secretary, shot her 
former employer when she went to his 
Niles factory to demand payment of 
more than $3,000 she claimed was due 
her in salary and on loans. In her tese 
timony, in which she told of having 
been intimately associated with Cook 
and accused him of abuse and mise 
treatment, Miss Bumbaugh said she 
fired only after Cook had struck her 
with a basket and had taunted and 
threatened her. 

Her brothers, who were with her at 
the time, were accused of preventing 
interference in the shooting by

22 Medical Seniors Will Be- 
come Internes at Freed- 
men’s Hospital. 


Exercises incident to the fifty-ninth 
annual commencement were held yes- 
terday at Howard University in the 
open-air amphitH@ater on the campus. 
Degrees were conferred upon 266 stu- 
dents, 60 from the college of liberal 
arts, 61 in the college of education, 3 
in the school of music, 2 in the col- 
lege of applied science, 2 in the de- 
partment of electrical engineering, 24 
in the school of religion, 89 in the 
echool of medicine and 3 in the 
graduate school, besides, there were 
numerous honorary awards. 

Commissions as reserve second lieu- 
tenants of infantry were awarded to 
28, while 5 received certificates of 
eligibility entitling them to commis- 
sions when they arrive at the age of 
21. There were 22 students of the 
school of medicine who were awarded 
interneships in Freedmen’s Hospital 
The honor graduate of the Reserve 
Officers Training Corps was Robert 
Edward Brown. 


Faculties in Procession. 


An academic procession from. the 
brary hall to the amphitheater was 
participated in by the president of the 
university, Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson. 
the various faculties members of the 
trustee board and administrative of- 
ficials, together with guests of honor 
the Rev. Jason Noble Pierce, who gave 
the invocation Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, 
who made the commencement address; 
and Brig. Gen. Frank Palmer, assistant 
chief of staff, U. 8S. A.. who awarded 
commissions in the Officers Reserve 
Corps. Degrees were conferred by Dr 
Johnson. 

Dr. Wise spoke of the spirit of re- 
volt of modern youth, warning the 
graduates against that revolt which 
merely meant an overturn of the tra- 
ditional, and advising them that spirit- 
ual revolt, embodying the elements of 
protest, prophecy, and a consistent pro- 
gram, may be calculated to do much 
good for world development. 

“If young men and women cry out 
against the church,” he said, “it is 
often not their irreligion, but their 
hunger of soul. I welcome such revolt 
if it means that the church demands 
too little and purports to give too 
much.

OTEWART LAWYERS AaK 
FOR DIRECTED VERDICT 


Justice Siddons to Rule Mon- 
day on Motion to Clear 
Oil Magnate. 


SUBPENA UNDER ATTACK 


(Associated ’ress.) 

Justice Frederick L. Siddons, of the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court, 
plans to rule Monday on the motion 
for a directed verdict in the trial of 
Robert W. Stewart, chairman of the 
board of the Standard Oil Co., of Indi- 
ana. Stewart is charged with refusing 
to answer questions by a congressional 
committee Arguments on the motion 
consumed ali of yesterday, the jury 
being excused. 


The case is expected to reach the 
jury possibly late Monday or by Tues- 
day. Decision of the motion for a 
directed verdict probably will be made 
Monday morning, and in the event that 
the motion is denied, final arguments 
are expected Monday afternoon. 

Jesse C. Adkins, Frank J Hogan and 
Albert L. Hopkins, of defense counsel. 
insisted that the resolution under 
which Stewart had been called before 
the Senate public lands committee was 
defective, as 1t was clearly for judicial 
and not legislative purposes. The de- 


jfense also attacked the subpoena and 


Hogan declared that the committee 
itself was illegal, having fifteen mem- 
bers instead of fourteen as required by 
law. 

District Attorney Leo A. Rover reply- 
ing to the argument that the questions 
asked Stewart were not pertinent to 
the inquiry concerning disposition of 
funds of the Continental Trading Co.., 
quoted from the ruling of Justice 
Balley in the Stewart habeas corpus 
proceeding which sustained the matter 
as relevant. 

Adkins had maintained that Stewart 
had no knowledge of any illegal or 
fraudulent transactions connected with 
the oll leases, and could not be ques- 
tioned concerning them. He also said 
Stewart was a “volunteer” witness, and 
as such was removed from the opera- 
tion of section 102 of the criminal 
code which requires that a witness be 
“summoned.” 

Numerous citations were laid before 
the bench in an effort to show that 
the proceedings at which Stewart tes- 
tified were judicial and hence not 
properly within the scope of a legis- 
lative body.

BOOTH TALKS ON APPEAL 
OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


Practicality Is Emphasized in 
Lecture at First Church 
in Capital. 


EXPLAINS BIBLE TEACHING 


A lecture on ‘Christian Science: its 
Practical Appeal,” was delivered last 
evening in First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, to a large attendance, by W 
Stuart Booth, C. 8. B., of Denver, Colo. 
Mr. Booth is a member of the Board 
of Lectureship 01 The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in Boston, Mass. He was introduced by 
William G. Biederman. First Reader of 
First Church, vwnder whose auspices 
the lecture was given. 

In commencing his lecture, Mr. 
Booth briefly =hetched the experience 
of Mary Baker Eddy in connection with 
her discovery of Christian Science. 
pointing out its scriptural basis and 
authority. He then explained some- 
what the Bible teaching, emphasized 
by Christian Science, that the Christ 
is the expression of God's spiritual 
nature, which was so fully understood 
by Jesus and so perfectly demon- 
strated by him as to earn for him 
the divine title »f Christ Jesus. 

Mr. Booth then said: 

“The Christ as expressed today in 
Christian Science ts ‘revealing the di- 
vine Principle, wove, and is leading 
men into the demonstrable under- 
standing of al] truth In thus leading 
men into all) trrth, Christian Science 
reasons logically following the deduc- 
tive method of reasoning instead of 
the inductive, as is employed by 
others 

"The inductive method, reasoning 
from effect, or assumed effect, to cause, 
begins with the material concept of 
man and things. which it claims its 
God’s creation, and thus argues that 
God must be humanly manlike. The 
Bible teachings are explicit and unmis- 
takable in renouncing and denouncing 
such materialistic teaching. 

“For instance, we read: ‘It is the 
Spirit that quickeneth; the flesh prof- 
lteth nothing.’ (John 6:63.) And, 
‘They which are children of the flesh 
these are not the children of God. 
(Rom. 9:8.) Mrs. Eddy’s rational and 
religious sense led her to adopt the 
deductive line of reasoning in present- 
ing the Science of Christianity to the 
world in her book, ‘Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures’ In so do- 
ing she but followed the example of 
Christ Jesus, whose constant purpose 
and practice were consistent with his 
prayer that God’s will be done in earth 
as it is in heaven. 

“Christ Jesus put God first in his 
logical thinking and speaking and in 
his daily living. Christian Science, be- 
ing the restatement of primitive Chris- 
tian preaching and the reinstatement of 
primitive Christian practice, likewise 
bases its argument of words and worke 
upon the Scriptural teaching about 
God, and reasons deductively there- 
from.”

Highest Standard in Observ- 
ance of Traffic Rules Should 
Be Followed, He Says. 


ADDRESSES MEETING 
OF COMPANY’S MEN 


Believes Violations Are Not 
as Numerous as Are 
Reported. 


Acting on the charges which motor- 
ists and other observers of traffic con- 
ditions in Washington have made that 
taxicab and bus operators are gullty 
of road-hogging tactics and in other 
ways show lack of consideration tor the 
rights and safety of other users of the 
streets, Edward D. Merrill, president 
and general manager of the Washing- 
ton Rapid Transit Co., last night as- 
sembled the drivers of the company’s 
buses and urged them to show not 
only usual but extraordinary caution 
and observance of the traffic regula- 
tions. 


Drivers of the W. R. T. buses, Mr. 
Merrill declared, must make @ con- 
scientious effort to maintain the most 
courteous and cordial relations with 
the motoring public as well as their 
passengers. He said that a few years 
ago he continually observed flagrant 
violation of the traffic regulations by 
the bus operators but expressed the 
opinion that conditions had shown 
material improvement. 


Held Professional Drivers. 


“We are looked upon as professionals 
in our line of work, and are expected 
to drive better than the average driver 
of a private automobile,” Mr. Merrill 
told his operators. “It should be our 
endeavor at all times to live up to this 
standard. At times the bus driver will 
meet with persons who are unreason- 
able, others who are reasonable, and 
still others who are genuinely cour- 
teous. He should endeavor to please 
all. 

“Do not blow your horn when the 
yellow light appears,” was the warning 
Mr. Merrill gave his operators. “It 
merely causes resentment and does no 
good whatsoever.” 

Mr Merrill said he did not believe 
that violations of the traffic law or of 
driviz.g courtesy are as numerous as 
are charged, but, he told his drivera, 
this dves not excuse any that are com- 
mitted According to Mr. Merrill, the 
company has a rule that a bus shall 
pass another only when the other is 
running slowly near the curb or is 
stoppec for passengers. 

Mr Merrill made a two-hour tour of 
inspection of the company’s routes yes- 
terday to observe conditions.
